President Hendricks, who died last even­ 
ing. In several of the city churches to-day 
Thanksgiving services were turned into 
memorial services, and (lisliop Knicker­ 
bocker, ot the hpiseopai Church, to which 
Mr. Hendricks belonged, abandoned his 
services altogether. 
Early this morning Hon. W. II. English 
received a dispatch from the Sergeant-at- 
Anns of the United States Senate, asking 
information about the tim e and place of 
the funeral, of which lie will take charge. 
An answer was not returned immediately, 
as arrangements had not been made. At 
Mrs. Hendricks’ suggestion a num ber of 
prom inent gentlemen, personal and politi­ 
cal friends, were called in to consult over 
the matter. A committee, consisting of 
Senator Harrison, W . II. English and Chief 
Justice Niblack of the Supreme Court, were 
appointed to take general charge of tbe 
arrangements tor the funeral and public 
meetings. 


NO POST-MOUTItM TO BE H E L D . 
It was decided to-day not to hold a post­ 
mortem examination of the remains, Mrs. 
Hendricks not thinking it necessary, as she 
is satisfied that her husband’s death was 
the result ot paralysis of the heart. 


LOCAL FU N E R A L CO M M ITTEES. 
In d ian ap o lis, 
November 
26th. — The 
general committee, selected at Mrs. Hen­ 
dricks' suggestion, to arrange for the 
funeral of the dead Vice-President, met 
this evening, and appointed the necessary 
sub committees to perfect all arrangements. 
Senator Lienj. Harrison called the meeting 
to order, and on his motion Hon. W m. 11. 
English was chosen President. 
It was de­ 
cided to appoint a committee of fifteen, 
with Senator Harrison a-¡ Chairman, to re­ 
ceive the President and other distinguished 
gentlemen who will be here to attend the 
funeral. A general committee of thirty 
was appointed to attend to ali the details of 
the funeral, and to do everything in their 
power to have the memorial observances 
attended with all the m arks of respect and 
esteem which Hendricks’ fellow-citizens 
desire to pay him. Of this committee 
Hon. Oscar 1!. Hord, the law partner of 
deceased, was appointed Chairman, and it 
was divided into the necessary sub-com­ 
mittees. 


T H E FU N E R A L . 
The funeral will take place at noon on 
Tuesday, the procession leaving the house 
at 11:45 o’clock for the church, in the fol­ 
lowing o rd er; 
Police, m ilitary companies, 
civic societies, the President,’members of 
the Cabinet and P. S. Senators, pall-hear­ 
ers, the hearse, family carriages; State, 
county and city officers and citizens. 


F IN A L D ISPO SITIO N O F T H E R E M A IN S. 
The body will be placed iri a casket on 
Saturday, which, after the funeral, will be 
placed in a marble vault at Crown Hill 
Cemetery, north of the city, near Mr. Hend­ 
ricks’ private lot, elevated above the com­ 
mon level, and In the center of which is a 
granite column forty feet high, plain and 
uncovered except the simple inscription, 
“ Thomas A. Hendricks.” 
Near the bot­ 
tom of the shaft his son. his only child, is 
buried, it. H. Parks, the sculptor, will 
arrive from Chicago in the morning and 
lake a east of Mr. Hendricks’ face, to be 
used in m aking the marble bust of him. 


AT T H E FA M ILY R E SID E N C E . 
Around the Hendricks’ family residence 
all day there was a crowd of curious peo­ 
ple, who watched the solemn tread of the 
uniformed sentry marching up and down 
in front of the bouse, and the coming and 
going of sympathetic friends and relatives, 
who cailed. 
Mrs. Hendricks stayed in her 
room all day. and saw but few people; but 
the parlors down stairs were filled with 
callers, who were received by her brother, 
Stephen \V. Morgan and his family, and 
Dr. Jenckes, rector of their church. She 
talked calmly and composedly with her 
friends, only breaking down with outbursts 
of grief once or twice. The house was 
darkened, and everybody moved about with 
a quiet tread. In the large double parlors, 
where Mr. Hendricks was accustomed to 
see his friends, were m any articles with 
which they were very familiar. 
An old- 
fashioned ñortrait in oil. painted when the 
\ icc-President was a young man, is on 
the wall, and the features had a boy­ 
ish look, free from care or anxiety. 
On the table were several panel photo­ 
graphs, taken recently. One that was par­ 
ticularly noticeable was taken on the day 
preceding his inauguration as Vice-Presi­ 
dent. On the staifil in a corner was the 
collection of canes, twenty or more, which 
had been presented to him by admiring 
triends, and some of them were unique in 
design and inscription. The library cases, 
in which were m any valuable and rare 
book', acre just as’ he had left them 
when he had occasion Monday evenings to 
look up some works of reference. The 
body lay in a parlor chamber upstairs, 
and a few were allowed to see it. The em­ 
balming process, to which it was subjected 
this morning, had been successtnlly ac­ 
complished, and on the face there was a 
look of contentment and freedom from 
care.

natural and unmarred by a suggestion of 
ghastliness. In the room adjoining, where 
the \ ice President die 1, was his private 
desk, covered with papers and 
letters, 
which

rations of the room were plain and conven­ 
tional. The windows were darkened,««nd 
within all (lay long sat the faithful colored 
servant, who had been in the family for 
years. There was no pretentious display 
of m ourning about the premises, there be­ 
ing only a few folds of crape on the front 
door, above the bell. Just a block away 
the State-house, with a large black flag at 
half-mast, and all the exterior draped in 
mourning, stood out in hold relief, but all 
tbe offices were closed, and public business 
for the time was suspended. Among the 
callers at the residence to-day were Gov­ 
ernor Gray, the State officers. Judges of the 
Supreme Court and committees appointed 
by the various legal and fraternal organ­ 
iza lions.

N AM ES O F V IC E -PR E SID E N T S W HO H A V E P IE D 
W H IL E H O LD IN G O F F IC E . 
W ashington, November 26th. — H en­ 
dricks makes the fifth Vice-President of the 
United States who has died in the occupa­ 
tion of the office. The first was George 
Clinton, of New York, who died in 1304, 
after presiding over the Senate eight years’. 
The next Vice-President to die in office was 
Eibridge Gerry, of Massachusetts, whose 
funeral took place in this city in 1S14. one 
year after In's election, and whose ashes 
repose in the Congressional cemetery in i 
East W ashington. 
William R. King, of j 
Alabama, was the next to follow. 
He was 
in poor health when elected, and at the 
time of the inauguration of Pierce Mr. 
King was in Cuba. The oath of office was 
administered to him there by the Amer­ 
ican Consul. Soon afterward be returned 
to his plantation at Cahaba, Ala., and be­ 
fore the meeting of Congress died. 
He did 
not live ever to preside over the Senate. 
Henry Wilson, of Massachusetts, who was 
elected on the ticket with Grant in I.3 7 3, 
died in tike room of the Vice-President al 
the Capitol in 1375. Ife was buried at 
Natick, Mass. 


T H E P R E S ID E N T IA L SUCCESSION. 
W ashington, November 26th.—Justice 
Miller of the United States Supreme Court, 
in speaking of the Presidential succession, 
said to-night: “ If Mr, Edmunds had been 
elected President pro tempore of the Sen­ 
ate at the recent extra session of that body, 
he would now be the constitutional suc­ 
cessor to the Presidency in case of the 
death ol Mr. Cleveland during his term of 
office, though the term of office of tbe 
President pro tern, can be terminated at 
will by the voice of the Senate.’’ 
" Do you think that the sudden death of 
the Vice-President will give rise to a con­ 
stitutional amendm ent defining more close­ 
ly the status ot the President pro tempore 
of the Senate?” 
“ No; it is not needed. The President 
1 ro tempore holds office until the return of 
of the Vice-President, or until the Senate 
elects his successor. Nor is Ids tenure of 
office limited to a single session, for the 
Senate is a body in perpetuo, not expiring 
by limitation, as does the House of Keprv- 
sentatives.” 
’ Ex-Justice Strong, of the Supreme Court, 
said : 
“ It is customary at the close of 
a session of the Senate for the Vice-Presi­ 
dent to leave the chair and perm it an elec­ 
tion of a President pro tempore, in oroer 
that there might be succession to the Presi­ 
dent in case of the sudden death of both 
President and Vice-President. 
Mr. H en­ 
dricks, I understand, declined to perm it an 
election pro tempore of the Senate. Con­ 
sequently, that body is now without a pre­ 
siding officer, aud if Mr. Cleveland should 
also die before the meeting of Congress the 
country would be without a head, and a 
most difficult problem would be offered for 
solution. 
Constitutional amendm ent is 
not necessary, but Congressional enact­ 
m ent is certainly needed, and under the 
circumstances will probably be adopted by 
the incoming Congress, vesting the Presi­ 
dential succession in case of death of the 
President, Vice-President and Speaker of 


the House in the hands of the Secretary of 
State until an election could be held. 
In 
thut contingency the Secretary of Suite 
would be legally only acting President, 
though by courtesy lie would be called 
President.

W h at W ould IL. D one lu Case of P resi­ 
d e n t C leveland’» D eath. 
The following provisions of the liev'-cd 
Statutes explain the manner ¡11 whii ii ¡1 
t hief Magistrate would be cltox-n in the 
event of the death of both Pn .-idc.it and 
Vice-President : 
Section 14ii. In case of removal, de.fth, 
resignation or inability ¡4 both the Presi-! 
dent and Vice-President of the 1 niteil 
States, the President of the Senate, or. if 
there is none, then the Speaker of the 
HotijC of Representatives, tor the time be­ 
ing, shall act as President until the disabil­ 
ity is removed or n President elected. 
Section 147. W henever the offices of Presi­ 
dent and Vice-President both Ir e c o m e va­ 
cant, the Secretary or State shall forthwith 
cause a notification thereof to be made to 
the Executive of every State, and shall 
also cause the same to be published in at 
least one of the newspapers m inted in each 
State. 
Section 113. The notification shall specify 
that electors of President and Vice-Presi­ 
dent of the United States shall be appoint­ 
ed or chosen in the several States, as fol­ 
lows : 
First—If there shall be the space of two 
m onths yet to ensue between the date of 
such notification and the first Wednesday 
in December then next ensuing, such noti­ 
fication shall specify that the electors shall 
be appointed or chosen within thirty-four 
days preceding such first Wednesday' in 
December. 
Second—If there shall not be the space 
of two m onths between the date of such 
notification anil such first Wednesday >n 
December, and if the term for which the 
President ami Vice-President last in office 
were elected will not expire on the third 
day of March next ensuing, the notification 
shall specify that the electors shall be 
appointed or chosen within thirty-four days 
preceding the first Wednesday in Decem­ 
ber in the year next ensuing. 
But if there shall not be the space of two 
m onths between the date of such notifica­ 
tion and the lir.-i Wednesday in December 
then next ensuing, and if the term for 
which the President and Vice-President 
last in office were elected will expire or, the 
third day of March next ensuing, the noti­ 
fication shall not specify that electors are 
to be appointed or chosen. 
Section 149. Electors, appointed or cho­ 
sen upon the notification prescribed by the 
preceding section, shall meet and give their 
votes upon the first Wednesday of Decem­ 
ber specified in the notification.

T he death of K ing Alfonso gives rise to 
speculations regarding th e future of the 
Spanish people in 
th eir establishm ent

governm ent. 
T here 
is 
now 
no 
Serrano 
at 
th e 
front, 
who in 187-1 so m asterly conquered the 
C arlist pretender. T he q uality th at should 
distinguish a R epublican leader in the 
crisis of action, and which was so sadly 
w anting in th e brillian t C astelar, exists in 
no known R epublican in Spain now. T h at 
occasions and great crises develop men for 
them is true, but not alw ays so. 
It proved 
a false hope in the decade of th e seventies 
and there is nothing in the lives of the 
leading m en of R epublican convictions 
now in Spain to indicate th a t th e right 
m an could he raised up at once to seize 
upon th e occasion th at now presents for an­ 
other trial of republicanism . 
For a for­ 
eigner has been named as Regent, and that 
fact will give rise to trouble. 
T he aim of 
Castelar was a rig h t and a lofty o ne; but 
he failed in th at quality of courage and 
firmness th at should have stood him in 


service w hen Salmerón in Jan u ary , 187-B 
procured a vote of th e Cortes of lack of 
confidence in the C astelar adm inistration, 
upon th e declaration of which th a t states­ 
man and scholar resigned, to Ire succeeded 
by th e dictatorship of Serrano. 
T h at 
event saved the country from th e tyranny 
and cruelty of C arlist rule. 
It is possible 
th a t th e Jesuits of Rom e and th e C arlist 
sym pathisers in Europe will now attem pt 
to advance th e standard of th at house. 
If 
so, there is sore trouble in 
store for 
Spain. 
T he son of Isaliella cam e to the 
throne under the declaration of G eneral 
Campos, before w hich th e Sagasta M inistry 
gave way, and M arshal Serrano laid down 
th e baton of the Presidency. 
In 1S75 
Alfonso was crowned, being th en scarcely 
18 years of age. 
T he Pope was his god- 
tather, and his relation to th e V atican 
was therefore one of great danger to the 
country. 
T he Carlists were still in the 
field; th e nation was w ithout money or 
c re d it; Rome was dem anding th e conces­ 
sion of all the old powers w hich gave it 
th e right to drive out all forms of worship 
except th at of its church, and th e right to 
exercise th e most absolute {tower over 
conscience; tlie K ing’s m other, who had 
scandalized the nam e of royalty, was plot­ 
tin g to tie reseated upon th e Spanish 
th ro n e; th e counselors of the K ing were 
divided in opinions and am bitions, were 
jealous of each other and none too loving 
of the new ruler. 
T he whole country was 
in confusion and hung upon th e verge of 
anarchy. 
At such a tim e, and in such a 
condition of affairs, th e boy K ing assumed 
th e reins of governm ent. 
E arly in 1876 
he was so fortunate as to drive th e Carl- 
ists to th eir last post, and to effectually 
suppress th at uprising. 
H is adm inistra­ 
tion from this on was m arked by an unex­ 
pected breadth, tolerance and progressive­ 
ness. 
Rome was conciliated, though still 
clinging to the concordat of 1851, th a t 
prohibited u tterly all religious rites in 
Spain except those of the R om an C hurch, 
by the recognition of the C atholic as the 
State religion, coupled w ith th e constitu­ 
tional declaration th at no one should be 
coerced because of his religious beliefs or 
practices, but th at no church ceremonies 


o f a public character should lie tolerated, 
except those approved at th e V atican. 
It 
was a very narrow grant of liberty to 
Protestants, 
and 
of 
even 
this 
thev 
were 
most 
frequently 
deprived 
by 
off clous 
royalists. 
Five 
years 
later, 
Sagasta 
restored 
to 
power —- 
w ith

Alfonso's G overnm ent declared in favor of 
m uch greater liberty of consc ence, and 
pronounced for liberal reforms in th e edu­ 
cational system. 
Slavery was abolished in 
th e A ntilles in 1881, the censorship of the 
press was removed. 
Cuba, by liberality to 
its people, and the extension to them of 
the full rights and privileges of Spanish 
subjects in Spain, was saved to th e C row n; 
th e finances of tlie state were in part 
disentangled, education received a new im- 


JIK. HENLEY’S BELIEF. 


Mr. Congressman Henley pronounces 
adversely to civil service reform, “ as de­ 
fined and carried out.” 
This is precisely 
what was to have been expected from Mr. 
Henley. 
He represents the corpse of a 
dead and gone Democracy. 
lie has not 
been long enough returned from Mexico to 
find out that a new Democracy has place 
in the affairs of this country. 
His kind of

In tak­ 
ing the position th at he does, Mr. Henley 
puts himself at issue with the President, 
who is supposed to be the head of the 
Democratic party.

nomination, in which lie explicitly told 
the people that he believed in, and would 
sustain the civil service laws of the coun­ 
try “ as defined and carried out.” 
The 
President has shown a disposition to prove 
true to his word, while the Henley stripe 
of Ids party has 
openly signified its 
desire that he shall coolly repudiate his 
an!e-election declarations. 
Fortunately 
for the country, there is a class of Demo­ 
crats in that party who believe with the 
President, and have the courage to stand 
by him. 
Mr. Henley should shake him­ 
self, and come to a realization, if he can, 
that his kind of Democracy is out of date, 
and has gone to its grave clothes along 
with the rebellion, slavery, spoils of office, 
and other relics of a bv-gone era.

h y d r a u l ic m ining paper says o f 
M ary sv ille: “ T here w ill surely be an­ 
other Hood, and th e rivers w ill not be 
dredged in tim e to save th e town.

Below is given a clear, concise and ex­ 
haustive statem ent of the am ount of busi 
ness done in Sacram ento d uring the past 
year, the condition oi her present trad ean d 
the outlook for th e future. 
It is composed 
largely of extracts from th e annual state­ 
m ent o f C. A. Stevens, freight agent of the 
C. P . R . R., to G eneral Superintendent A. 
N . Y o w n e: 
A griculture—T he prospect of a phenom ­ 
enal increase in th e grain product of tlie 
county is very flattering, and. w ith a favor­ 
ab le season, positively assured. 
F or the 
y ear of 1884-5, from 6,000 acres rented on 
th e H aggin grant, about 40,000 sacks of 
g ra in w ere realized. 
F o r the season of 
1885-6, 3S,0Ú0 aeres have been rented, from 
w hich it is estim ated 1(50,000 sacks of grain 
will be harvested, m aking an increase of 
120.000 sacks over any form er period in tlie 
history of this section. 
From careful in ­ 
quiries m ade and personal observation, we 
judge there will be no decrease in the grain 
acreage o f sm aller parcels of land adjacent 
to Sacram ento. 
T he yield per acre, pre­ 
sum ptively, will be largely in excess of the 
season ju st passed. 
V iniculture a n d H orticulture—T here will 
be no notable change from the present sea­ 
son. 
Som e of the hop land m ay be con­ 
verted into alfalfa or vegetable patches, or 
planted to trees, b u t any such change will 
be too unim portant to affect the traffic of 
tlie railroad to any appreciable extent. 
N urserym en are preparing to do a larger 
business th an usual the com ing spring. 
T heir trade is purely speculative; 
large 
sales are dependent 
upon a 
favorable 
season. 
One salesm an thus positively ex­ 
presses h im self: •• If Providence is on o u r 
side, we expect to fill iuore orders than 
ever.” 
Grazing—T here is very little grazing land 
adjacent to th is city. 
W hatever heretofore 
has been unsuitable for cultivation lias 
been utilized by the owners of sm all hold­ 
ings for pasturage. 
T he sam e m ay w ith 
safety be predicted for the com ing season, 
w ith the single exception noted under the 
head of agriculture. 
W hat has previously 
been used by Mr. Haggin as a range for 
stock of various kinds is to be changed into 
tillage. 
M ining—There is nothing of this descrip­ 
tion contributing to Sacram ento, 
M anufactures—T here are none save of 
m in o r im portance. 
M illing—T here are three extensive and 
im portant establishm ents of th is kind in 
Sacram ento, whose trade, both foreign and 
dom estic, is steadily increasing, one of 
w hich has been idle for several m onths, be­ 
cause of damage by fire, but is now ready 
to resum e operations. 
All have reoently 
been refitted throughout w ith im proved 
m achinery of m ost m odern m anufacture, 
and will seek by every possible m eans to 
extend an d hold trade, both at hom e and 
abroad. 
T here is enough friendly strife 
existing betw een the owners to afford an 
active stim ulus to traffic. 
L um ber—T here are four old and well 
established yards in tiiis city, besides two 
box factories and the Puget Sound L um ber 
Company, which are actively engaged in 
building up trade. 
A t a rough estim ate 
these com panies absorb annually 25,000,­ 
000 feet of m aterial from San Francisco 
alone. 
B uilding—D uring the season ju st passed 
one large w arehouse has been erected on 
the banks of the riv er for the storage of 
grain, hay, hops, etc. 
I t is th e intention 
of Mr. H aggin to erect a w arehouse on his 
grant, to be com pleted Ju ly 1, 18S6. The 
capacity of the latter has not been stated, 
but it is understood to be of im m ense pro­ 
portions. 
A 
large 
and 
elegant brick 
theater has 
been 
erected 
at E ighth 
and K streets. 
P reparations are being 
m ade 
for 
the 
erection 
of 
a 
large 
Catholic Cathedral in the n ear future, at 
Tw elfth and K streets. 
A large num ber of 
residences have been erected throughout 
the city, and the farm ers adjacent have 
added m any buildings to those already 
erected. 
T he only noticeable public im ­ 
provem ents for 1885 have been the erection 
of a large school building and a hotel. 
T he form er of wood, th e latter of brick. 
M erchants—As a rule, all the 
w hole­ 
sale m erchants of this city are carrying ex­ 
tensive lines o f credit. 
Ow ing to various 
causes, the stringency o f the m oney m arket, 
partial failure of crops, etc., our wholesale 
m erchants have been forced to carry thei 
custom ers over to another season. 
Never­ 
theless. these very m erchants are buying 
in tlie East, at the great trade centers, 
at the present tim e, heavier stocks of 
goods than they have ever carried be­ 
fore. 
T heir custom ers are purchasing 
m ore liberally now than during the spring 
and sum m er m onths. 
All wholesale deal­ 
ers. w ith th e exception of the liquor m er­ 
chants, agree th at they have had a fair 
spring and sum m er trade. 
They seem rea­ 
sonably content witli th e season passed, 
and very hopeful for th e one to come. 
D ry Goods—T he trade o f the past ten 
m onths has been a reasonably good one. 
Profits have been sm aller, but expenses 
have been curtailed, and sales a fair aver­ 
age w ith firm e r years. T he outlook for 
the coining season 'is very m oderate. Deal 
ers will only purchase" w hen obliged to 
do so. 
F ru it—T he business of all houses has 
been largely in excess of any preceding 
year. 
Some claim to have doubled their 
sales; but w hile th e volum e has been aug­ 
m ented the profits have not advanced cor 
réspondingly. 
O utlooks for the future arc 
very encouraging so far as traffic is con­ 
cerned. 
Stoves and Stove Furniture—The lead­ 
ing house of this city has about held its 
record up to the present, if anything a 
little less than former years, but the dis­ 
crepancy will likely disappear before the 
annual ledger is closed. 
No large pur­ 
chases are contemplated at the Eastern 
manufactories. 
W agon M aterial — T his im portant in ­ 
dustry seems on th e decline. 
Dealers con­ 
fess their inability to cope w ith tlie low 
prices of buggies finished in the E ast and 
brought to this coast and sold through the 
various com m ercial agencies. 
Ten per 
cent, w ould not be a large estim ate to ex ­ 
press the degree of loss, and the com ing 
season will ultim ately witness a still fur­ 
ther reduction. 
Buggies—Probably the largest dealer on 
this coast says his trade has fallen off d u r­ 
ing the present season. 
T here has been less 
dem and, and paym ents have not been as 
good its form erly. 
T here are no good 
grounds for anticipating a revival o f trade, 
and no especial arrangem ents are m aking 
for an increase in dem and. 
Drugs—T here have been som e m aterial 
gains in this line of trade during th e past 
year.

P e trifie d AVhale.—T h e Alonterey Ar­ 
gus of N ovem ber 21st says: 
Captain S. Forney, of the United States 
Coast Survey, who was in town a few days 
ago, reports the finding of a perfect petri­ 
fied skeleton of a w hale on the range of 
m ountains from San Sim eon hay to P oint 
Sur, in th is county, at an altitude o f 3,300 
feet above sea level, and three m iles distant 
front the coast. 
The skeleton was 32 feet 
in length. Reported discoveries of sections 
of petrified w hale have frequently been 
m ade, and m uch farther hack from the 
coast, hut this is the first authentic discov­ 
ery of the skeleton entire that we have 
heard of.

W isconsin F arm er T hinks o f a 
S a c ra m e n to W inter. 
In conversation with a reporter yester­ 
day, Dr. Latham, Secretary of the Im m i­ 
gration Association of Northern California, 
said the association is doing more toward 
finding homes for the immigrant at this 
time, than at any previous date since its 
organization. H e says he has received dur­ 
ing the past few weeks a large number of 
letters from Scandinavian people, who are 
now residents of Minnesota. 
One colony, 
consisting of one hundred and twenty-five 
families, are desirous of locating som e­ 
where in m iddle or northern California. 
They live in the neighborhood of Min­ 
neapolis, 
have 
their 
own 
schools, 
churches, 
newspaper, etc. A few days 
ago 
their 
agent, 
a 
very 
intelligent 
gentleman, arrived in this city and im m e­ 
diately called upon Dr. Latham. After a 
short conversation in the office, the doctor 
took him around the city, and showed him 
the beautiful grass plats, flower gardens, 
orange, lemon and persimmon trees, loaded 
with yellow delirious fruits; tropical plants 
growing luxuriantly, and the Minnesota 
farmer was, to use a California expression, 
paralyzed, 
líe had never seen citrus fruits 
growing, and Sacramento's wealth of flow­ 
ers seemed to him to be so much out of sea­ 
son that he couid hardly believe his eyes, 
lie said: “ Doctor, I have only been" in 
California half a day. but I have seen 
enough in those few hours to convince me 
that California is the paradise we long have 
sought, and you have not dogs enough in 
the State to drive me out. 
I 
have 
just left a country covered deep with a 
weary waste of snow, not a sign of vegeta­ 
tion is to be seen, and we are just at the 
beginning of a weary six-m onths winter. 
Here, you. to all appearances, are enjoying 
the beginning of spring; the herbage will 
soon be sufficient to feed your stock, while 
with us, our beasts for many months must 
he fed from the garnered’ stores in our 
barns. 
Here you say this is a disagreea- 
bie day. There, in Wisconsin, this would 
pass for a May morning. 
If I could pick 
up one o f your beautiful yards, with its 
wealth of grasses, (lowers, orange trees 
laden with their golden fruits, and set it 
down in Minneapolis, and say to tlie peo­ 
ple of that snow-covered city this is an 
average o f the grass plots in Sacramento, do 
you know what they would say? 
W ell, 
they would not believe it. They would 
s a y : ' You cannot make us believe any 
such statements. 
You got that out o f "a 
hot-liouse.’ 
I shall truthfully and faith­ 
fully describe all I have seen here, and 
what I now expect to see elsewhere, in my 
correspondence to the Scandinavian papera 
in M inneapolis, St. Paul and Chicago. 
My 
people are desirous of locating near each 
other, all in one county, if possible. 
Thev 
would like to secure a large arable tract, 
and cut it up into sm all holdings.” 
Dr. Latham says he has m any inquiries 
from Iowa, Indiana, Michigan and Illinois. 
A colony m Rockford, Illinois, is ready to 
com e just as soon as they can find a suita­ 
ble location. 
Those who have come out as 
agents state, and from letters received from 
parties- in the East, it is ascertained that 
this lall and winter lias been a good time 
for the disposition of real estate there, and 
m any have sold their farms with the in­ 
tention of com ing to California in the 
spring. 
One gentleman says tlie people in 
Dakota never tire of talking about the 
“ glorious clim ate 
of 
California.” 
He 
added that he thought they were justified 
in doing so, for two winters ago eighty-two 
persons were frozen to death in one county 
in that Territory.

They frit that 
they had been imposed upon, and reported 
the mutter to the police, in order that the 
agent m ight lie restrained from following 
up that line of business. 
A t the station-house, three or four days 
ago, there was a general cleaning up and 
repairing of desks and other tum iture, and 
it was decided that a coat of varnish would 
be an improvement. 
And now the ctlicers 
are all at outs with the dyspeptic-looking 
cook oí the city prison. 
H e announced, 
with the gravity of a master of the busi­ 
ness, that it was unnecessary to go to any 
expense to procure the varnish,as material 
for the manufacture of an excellent article 
was already at hand—turpentine and mo­ 
lasses. 
The guileless officer of the night- 
watch allowed this mixture to be applied 
to the furniture one evening, expecting it 
to be dry next morning, and congratulated 
him self upon the fine appearance the arti­ 
cles presented after the application.

borrow an overcoat to go out and skirmish 
fora pair o f unmentionables. 
This may,

A n n u a l R e p o r t o f th e C o m p tr o lle r o l th e 
C u rren cy . 
W ashington, November 20tli.—The an­ 
nua! report of the Comptroller of the Cur­ 
rency, made public to-dav, shows the total 
num ber of national banks in existence to 
be 2,727—the largest number ever before 
in operation. The Comptroller calls par­ 
ticular attention to the fact, that banks are 
no longer organized especially for the purl* 
pose of issuing circulation. 
He says : " i t 
is believed that the national banking sys­ 
tem will be continued, even if the associa­ 
tions organized under it cannot issue circu­ 
lation at a profit, inasmuch as experience 
has shown that it is for the best interests of 
the public, as well as the banks, that this 
business should be carried on under a 
general law, having effect throughout all 
the different States.” 
The Comptroller 
believes the contraction of the national 
bank circulation will 
continue, unless 
some legislation is had which will in­ 
crease 
the 
profit the banks derive 
from 
the 
issue 
of 
circulating 
notes. 
H e proposes that the tax on 
circulation be removed, and the am ount of 
circulation which the national banks are 
perm itted to issue be increased to the par 
value of the bonds deposited bv them. 
The report, refers to the fact that although 
there has been a contraction in national 
hank notes, the circulating medium of the 
country has been increased by the silver 
dollars and silver certificates. The Comp­ 
troller says the continued coinage of the 
standard silver dollar, under the present 
provisions of the law, is in excess of the 
requirements of the country, and is liable 
to bring business to a silver basis, and 
cause some degree of financial disturbance. 
A D en ial fro m S p e a k e r C a r isle. 
W ashington, November 26;h.—Speaker 
Carlisle denies the report that he has be­ 
gun the preparation of the committees of 
the House of Representatives for the next 
Congress. He says the proper time for him 
to form the committees will be after he is 
elected Speaker. 
B a ltlw iu to B u ild a T h e a te r In N ew Y ork. 
New Y ork, November 20th.—The Times 
.savs: ‘‘ Lucky" Baldwin, the California 
millionaire, has been for the past few 
m onths seriously contemplating the advi­ 
sability of coming to New York and build­ 
ing a theater, and he has already negotia­ 
ted, albeit unsuccessfully, with the owners 
of a num ber of pieces of property in the 
metropolis for the purpose of putting up 
his proposed building. He offered $700,000 
for a certain property, but tbe owner want­ 
ed $800,000.

Indeed, they are more 
energetic than ever before, and are proving 
themselves to be superb tacticians.

Several Tory candi 
dates hired steam fire-engines, which rushed 
madly through the streets with bells clang­ 
ing and whistles blowing, while men cling­ 
ing to the engines showered Tory leaflets 
on the crowd. 


TIIE QUEEN'S HOPES. 
Although it is contrary to etiquette and 
precedent lor royalty to express any prefer­ 
ence between the parties, it is an open 
secret that Queen Victoria anxiously hopes 
for the success of the Tories. During the 
elections of 1X80 she was in Germany, and 
was almost distracted as dispatch after dis­ 
patch came to her telling of an almost un­ 
broken series of Liberal triumphs. Now 
she receives hourly bulletins from Lord 
Salisbury, m any of them announcing Tory 
victories, and does not hesitate to express 
her delight at the results.
